At farm “A” the 
annual yield of milk ranged from 3,-

At farm “B” 
the milk yield ranged from 5,193 to 
7.887 pounds, and the butterfat from 
245 to 312 pounds, At farm “C* the 
milk yield ranged from 4,411 to 8,132 
pounds, and the butterfat from 222 to 
336 ‘pounds. At farm “D” the range «1 
milk was from 4.847 to 6,570. pounds, 
and of butterfat from 223 to 300 pounds. 
Al farm “A” there were three cows

pay for their feed. The eritire herd of 
twelve cows gave a profit of only $75; 
$50.of this amount was from three of 
the cows, while the combined profit 
from the other nine was only $25. The 
twelve cows on farm “C” earned a to- 
ial profit of & insiead of $75 as on 
farm “A,” but even on this farm there 
was considerable difference in the cows. 
The value of the product from the poor- 
est cow was $37.96 and from the best 
cow was $69.2.

The New Jersey station has conducted 
a dairy experiment on practical lines, 
using a herd of grade cows. With 
milk at $1 wer hundred, the best cow 
gave a profit of $49.72, while the poor- 
est cow gave a profit of only 13 cents. 
With butter at 20 cents per pound, the 
best cow paid for her feed and $46.64 
additional, while the poorest gave only 


$5.84 in addition to the cost of the feed 

The*facts brought out by this study 
strongly. emphasize the correctness of 
the claim that but little profit is de- 
rived from a cow that does not pro- 
duce 5,000 pounds of milk per year, 
particularly if the milk is sold at the 
low price of 1 cent per pound, and in- 
dicate that there is but little profit de 
rived from a cow that does not prof 
duce 200 pounds of butter per year. 
No stronger argument is needed in favor 
af the necessity of testing animals, and 
thus learning their exact value, and 
ot the selection of dairy cows, than is 
afforded by the above records. 

The average cost of keeping a cow 
ad year has been variously estimated 
by experiment stations in different lo- 
ealities at from $30 to $45. As the New 
Jersey station has pointed out, nearly 
the same capital and practically tne 
same amount of labor are required whe- 
ther the return from the herd is large 
er small; and from every point of view 
a good, small herd is much more pro- 
filable than a large, poor one. 

Granting these facts, the question aris- 
es what the farmer with a herd of dairy 
cows is to do.

By keeping a continous record of 
the weight of milk produced, and mak- 
ing a composite test of the milk for one 
week in each month a very close esti- 
mate of the milk and butter production 
ef the cow will be secured, The ap- 
proximate amount of butter can be cal- 
culated by adding one-sixth to the but- 
fer-fat, which is the rule usually fol- 
lowed hy the experiment stations.

Missing English Banker, Whom a Lon- 
don Court Has Been Asked to 
Declare Dead. 


Fascinating in the extreme is the tate 

{ mystery and romance surrounding 
Villiam KR. Lidderdale, banker and 
. bridegroom-elect, which is just now stir- 
ring the British public, writes a Lon- 
don correspondent. 

Somewhere in the United States, it is 
believed, is William Lidderdele, either 
working for his own living and that of 
the humble wife cf his awn choice or 
else Supported in luxury by a wealthy 
Creole weo was infatuated with him and 
induced him to marry her, To-day the 
courts are deliberating whether to de- 
clare William Liddeflale dead, At any 
time within the next six months such 
action may be taken, But it will not 
solve the mystery. The law may be 
Satisfied, but not the public, 

As readers may already know from 
brief cable dispatches, application has 
just been made to the High Court of 
Justice in London to presume the death 
of Lidderdale, who disappeared nearly 
Sixteen years ago. So many remarkable 
and romantic facts came out in court 
that the case has been journed that the 
werld may be searched for more infor- 
mation, 


BRIEFLY THE FACTS ARE THESE : 


Lidderdale, who was manager of a West 
‘of England bank, was engagedssto be 
married on January 14, 1892, a Miss 
Chapman. On January 8th he,eine. to 
London on business with $5,000 of his 
own money. He wrote to Miss Chapman 
on arrival, mentioning meeting a Miss 
Vining, whom he had told his fiancee 
was a weallhy American woman and in- 
fatuated with him. That was the last 
heard directly from the young banker. 
Early in February an announcement cf 
his death appeared in the London Times. 
It was said to have occurred on Miss 
Vining’s yacht, Foresight, as a result of 
an accident, Some days later Miss Chap- 
man received an envelope containing 
$2.500 in banknotes, a couple of liltle 
mementwes and one of Miss Vining’s 
visiting cards, the address cut off, and 
cn the back in Lidderdale’s writing, the 
words, “Was true to you.” 

Attempts were made to discover more 
details of young Lidderdale’s entrance 
into the ranks of the legions of the lost. 
Money was, spent, but with few resulls. 
No yacht numedforesight was regis- 
tered at Lioyd’s in any part of the weld. 
Faint traces of a Miss Vining and a little 
yacht of the name, however, have come 
to hand, and recently it was also dis- 
covered that a Julia Vining lived in Lid- 


derdale’s neighborhood, and that he 
knew her. She is the daughter of a 
laborer and although in such humble

THERE ARE MANY THEORIES. 


One is that the rich Miss Vining (whom 
Lidderdale describes as a Creole cf New 
Yerk and Louisiana) is a myth and that 
the young banker and Julia Vining 
e-oped to the United Siates and sought 4 
new life there. Another is that the rich 
Mise Vining is a fact and that she used 
her fascinations on Liddercale, matried 
him and lured him to the United States, 
and, in order to help him out of the diMl- 
cully of his near marriage to Miss Chap- 
man, inserted the nolice cf his death in 
the Times, . 

There are other friend; of the family 
who now say that for certain reasons 
Lidderdale declared it would not be 
honorable for him to marry, and that 
rather than face his bride-to-be and the 
world with the truth, he invented Miss 
Vining and the yacht and is death and 
inserted the notice himself, and either 
betook himself under another name to 
begin a mew life in the United States or 
else committed suicide.

On 
the back of the notice was written in a 
woman's hand, Miss B. A. H. Vining, 
and the address of a fashionable flat 
building in Westminster. The Times 
published the notice as follows :

ing from carriage in motion,”

Every attempt was made to discover 
further details. Personal advertisements 
were inserted in the agony columns. of 
all the London papers and rewards were 
offered for information ahout Miss Vin- 
ing, her yacht and the certificate of death 
of Lidderdale. Exhaustive search was 
made among the registers of, the British 
Isios, but no death certificate was in ex- 
istence and no Foresight was found in 
the yacht registers of England or the 
United States. Lloyd's searched all its 
records the world over without result. 

However, it was discovered that a 
smell dandy-rigged yacht named the 
loresight had been seen off the coast at 
Westgute and Margate, and it is a fact 
that Lidderdale had broken his collar- 
bone while out-driving wiih a lady on 
tlu- Margate cliffs. 

But there is no trace of any wealthy 
American Creole named Vining, and at 
the fashionable address given ‘on the 
obituary notice no such person was ever 
known, 

lt is somewhat peculiar that Foresight 
is the motto of the Lidderdale family. 

The $2,500 received by Miss Chapman 
is still intact. The money is in notes 
drawn by Lidderdale from the bank six- 
teen years ugo. His accounts at the 
bank were perfectly straight, and he left 
much properly behind whch has in- 
creased in value, It is the {rustee of the 
estate who asks the court to declare 
Lidderdale dead in order to collect the 
insurance policies, 

Miss Chapman will not touch any of 
the money. She hes plenty ofher own. 
She does not believe-her lover dead, but 
thal he has been kidnapped by te rich 
and mysterious Miss Vining. She has 
Waited patiently sixteen yeans for his re- 
turn. She will wait until the end. 

The solution to the mystery, it is be- 
lieved by many, lies in the United States, 
Zut will it be solved? Who can ans- 
wer?

Minister! of Agriculture, for 
Ontario, who has aroused a new inter- 
est in this important chapter of the 
history of the country, 


IN COUNTY OF SIMCOE, 


Taking up the Hurons specially, Mr. 
Jumes says that in the seventeenth 
century ,when they were first visited 
by the French, they lived in fixed vil- 
lages, occupying five towns all in what 
‘8 the eastern part of the present Coun- 
ly of Sineoe. These villages were for- 
tified and contained a «population of 
{twenty thousand people, nearly as 
inany as ‘are in Eastern Simcoe at the 
present day. They were not hunters 
but farmers, and raised corn, hemp and 
sunflowers, The corn “was their chief 
article of food, and it was grown on 
the same ground year after year un- 
lit the soil became exhausted, when 
they were forced to scek new fields.

Some interesting manuscripts have

fain Kidd, writes a London Correspon- 
dent. They are mostly letters from the 
Earl of Bellomont, who was sent out by 
‘Wiliam Il, as Governar of New. York 
and¥Massachusetts, with special instruc- 
ticn@. to suppress ‘the pitatts infesting 
the Allantic. He supplied to Kidd a, ves- 
Bel of 3 oe and commission under the 
great seal both to act against the French 
and seize the pirates. Kidd, as everybody 
knows, fell a victim to temptation and 
turned pirate himself, 

There was much suspicion at the time 
thal Lord Bellomont was really backing 
Kidd in the pirate venture, and was not 
at all averse to making money that way, 
as long as his own participation in the 
nefarious business was not disclosed, 
Kidd, in his protest, which ie included in 
the document, says: 

“The ship being bought, rigged, man- 
ned and named the. Adventure Galley, 
the Lord Bellomont encouraged me to 
proceed, by assuring me that the noble 
lords above mentioned (the Duke. of 
Shrewsbury, the lord chancellor, Earl of 
Remney and Admiral Russell) should

that should be made in England, and he 
himself would prevent all clamors in 
those parts where he was governor by 
condemning all the goods and treasure * 
should bring in, and disposing of them 
privately, and satisfying the owners for 
such part as should be due to them.” 

These accusalions Lord Bellomont, of 
course, bitterly resents, and declares 
that the pirates had. cost him more 
trouble and torment than any business 
during his whole life, and he is not a 
brass farthing the better for them.

There is a spot in the memory of 
Greene county, Pa., sacred to Jim C 
gray, one time sheriff, whose ee 
was as tender as his courage was stou 
As he came down the steps of the 
courthouse one day in Waynesburg. a 
white haired old man near at hand 

ho had been waiting for him fired at 
him three times from a revolver. Cos- 
gray quickly walked over to him, took 
his gun away and said: 

“Now, look here, daddy, if you do 
that again I’ll prosecute you.” 

It had fallen to Cosgray in the line 
of duty to serve an execution on the 
old man, who, worried by financial dif- 
ficulties, had got lopsided mentally and 
conceived the idea that Cosgray was 
personally responsible for his troubles, 
The late Judge A. E. Wilson of Union- 
town was at that time holding court in 
Waynesburg and had witnessed the 
shooting from the window of his hotel. 
Many others had seen it too. 

“Now,” remarked the judge to his 
stenographer, L, I.. Minor, at his side, 
“when that shooging 40mes up for in- 
vestigation in court we'll Jearn how 
many different stories the witnesses 
will tell abéut it.” 

The judge knew from long expert- 
ence how many viewpoints there are to 
such episodes, but this case never came 
up to trial.

The Way It Is Sold, Pure and Sweet, 
In Cambricoe, Eng'and. 





In Camwmsbridge, Eogland. butter is 
sold by the yard 9 For generations it 


has been the practice of Cambridge- 
Shire dairy folk to rell their butter inte 
lengths, cach densi measuring a yard 
and weighing a pound. Deftiy wrap- 
ped_ in strips of clean white cloth, the 
cylindrical rolls are packed in long, 
harrow baskets made for the purpese 


and thus conveyed to mnrket. The 
butter women who, in white linen 
aprons and sleeves, preside over the 


stalls in the market lave no need of 
weights or scales for dispensing their 
wares. Constant practice and ex- 
perienced eyes enable them witb a 
stroke of the knife to divide a yard 
of butter into halves or quarters with 
almost mathematical exactness.

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HISTORY OF TAPESTRY. 


_— — --——- 


The Art Was Known to the Ancient 
Greeks and Egyptians. 
Flemish artists ure believed to Lave 
been the first to mnnke tupestry for use 
as a covering for walls. The art itself 
is certainly very ancient, many of the 


hangings used in Egypt and Greece 
being considered trne tapestry. Its 
subsequent history is obscure, but it 


evidently maintained a lingering ex- 
istence in the east until the Saracens 
revived it and brought it to Europe. 
Tapestry “was used by the Suracens 
only as drapery or curtains for,the 
courts of their houses. lmbroidery 
uppears to have served for this pur- 
pose in northern Europe until after 
th® twelfth century, and much of the 
work of this period was really em- 
broidery, such as the incorrectly named 
Bayeux tapestry. It was in the four- 
teenth century that tapestry began to 
be largely made in Flanders, where the 
weaving industry became very impor- 
tant. <At that t@ne twenty-seven 
streets were occupied by the weavers 
of Ghent. In 1382 there were 50,000 
weavers in Louvain and more still at 
Ypres. Very few samples of four- 
teenth century tapestry remain, but 
those that have eome down to the 
present day closely resemble contem- 
porary wall painting. During the lat- 
ter part of the tifteenth century the 
golden age of tapestry existed, especial- 
ly in Bruges and Arras. ‘The Flemish 
| tapestries of that tine are models of 
textile art. The color is rich, the dec- 
orative effect strong, the drawWiug and 
composition graceful, and the whole 
arrangement shows cousummate skill 
in endeavoring to meet the exigencies 
of the loom and at. the same time the 
aesthetic requirements of wall decora- 
tion.—Argonaut.

Suffolk, Va., is the greatest peanut 
shipping point in the world. More of 
the delicious goobers are raised in 
Nansemond county, of which Suffolt 
is the capital, than in any other coun- 
ty on earth. 

If one takes the map and draws a 
pencil mark around nineteen counties 
in southeastern Virginia and northeast- 
ern North Carolina he will put a fence, 
so to Speak, around the greatest pea- 
nut section of the world, Those coun- 
ties are: In Virginia, Nansemond, Nor- 
folk, Isle of Wight, Southampton, Sus- 
rex, Greenville and Prince George; in 
North Carolina, Pasquotank, Perqul- 
mans, Gates, Hertford, Chowan, North- 
ampton, Halifax, Edgecombe, Martin, 





Titt, Bertie and Washington. 


This territory, which is within a ra- 
dius of 150 miles from Norfolk, pro- 
duces 3,000,000 bags of peanuts every 
year, Every bag contains feur bush- 
els, so that 12,000,000 bushels is the 
average annual production. The ship- 
ping centers of this belt are Suffolk, 
Norfolk, Petersburg and Smithfield, all 
in Virginia. Some peanuts are raised 
in Tennessee and California, but the 


crop of those states is a bagatelle as | 


compared with the production of the 
Virginia-North Carolina territory. 

The shelled peanuts are planted 
about the middle of May by means of 
a drill, similar to a corn drill, which | 
drops one or two kernels in a piace, 
about twelve inches apart. The soil | 
that raises the best peanuts is light, 
sandy loam. It need not be rich. In 
fact, aggreat deal of Virginia 

was considered in the antebellum days 
too poor to raise anything on a now, | 
producing great. quantities of peanuts.

small to choke out the grass, 





The digging time is October, » when | 


the peanut leaves-turn yellow. A\plow 
is run under the peanut vines: and 
throws up the goobers after the ‘fash 
ion of digging potatoes in the north. 
Poles seven or eight feet tall are stuck 
into the. ground, and the vines are 
shacked around them, with the peanats 
next to the pole, so that theJdeaves and 
vines form a_ protection from. the 
weather. If the weather be%bright and 
cloudless while the peanutséare curing, 
so much the better. If rainssets in, the 
hulls become blackened and mildewed, 
which lessens, the value of’ the crop. 
I’ormerly all peanuts raised were 
picked from the vines by’ hand. Now 
machines similar to thrashers separate 
fully 75 per cent of the peanyts from 
the vines. No machine has ,been in- 
vented, however, that will do -this 
work perfectly. The tendency? of ‘ma- 
chines Is to crack the hulls, «nd pea- 
nuts with cracked hulls are#likely to 
spoilt. 
When the peanuts are separated=from 
the vines the farmer sacks them’ and 
inuls them to a factory, and his ‘work

OBSERVANCE OF EASTER. 


Discrepancy In Computing the Date 
Not Corrected Until 1752. 

The observance of Easter dates back 
to about the year 68, at which time 
there was much contention among the 
eastern and western churches as to 
what day the festival should be ob- 
served. It was finally ordained at the 
council of Nice in the year 325 that it 
must be observed throughout the Chris- 
tian world on the same day. This de- 
cision settled that Easter should be 
kept upor the Sunday first after the 
fourteenth day of the first Jewish 
month, but no general conclusion was 
arrived at as to the cycle by which 
the festival was to be regulated, and 
some churches adopted one rule and 
some another This diversity of usage 
was put an eid to, and the Roman 
rule making Easter the first Sunday 
after the fourteenth day of the calen- 
dar moon was established in England 
in 669. After nine centuries a dis- 
crepancy in the keeping of Easter was 
caused by the authorities of the Eng- 
lish church declining to adopt the ref- 
ormation of the Gregorian calendar in 
1582. The difference was settled in 
1752 by the adoption of the rule which 
makes Easter day always the first 
Sunday @fter the full moon which ap- 
pears on or next after the twenty-first 
day of March. If the full moon hap- 
pens upon a Sunday, Easter is the 
Sunday after.

“THE HELPLESS CHILDREN. 


“Well, the thing that impressed me

of their eves. “In my opinion, they are 
the real martyrs of the slums. Their

An epi-} 


ilemic of this kind prevailed in New 


york City, and in other parts of the 


gountry, during the late summer and 
autumn of \the last year. 

The symptems, which resemble in 
their general character those ofan in- 
fectious disease, and thé fact of its oc- 
casional occurrence in epidemics, have 
Jed the physicians to believe that it is 
due to the action of some microrgan- 
ism; but the most diligent search has 
us yet failed to discover any such cause. 

The disease begins suddenly with fe- 
ver, headache. tenderness on pressure, 
cr actual pain in (he muscles; vomit- 
ing, peevishness, and © sometimes, al 
though rarely, cénvulsions, There ‘s 
nothing definite in these symptoms to 
lead the physician to suspect the real 
fiature of the malady, except in time 
af an epidemic, when any sudden fever 
excites suspicion. ' 

The fever lasts, as a rule, only two 
or throe days, and on ils subsidence— 
less offen before it has disappeared— 
the child is seen to be paralyzed. 

The Course of the paralysis is pecu- 
liar. At first it is extensive, involving, 
perhaps, both legs, or an arm and a 
leg.and increases a litile for three or 
‘feur’ days. After that a turn for the 
better occurs, The paralysis sliwly re- 
treats, and strength returns in one 
limb or one’ group of muscles at. a 
time. 

At first the return of power is prv- 
gressive and quite rapid, arousing hope 
oi a perfect restoration; but that happy 
lerminaliom is seldom reached. Usually 
ene limb, more often @ leg, remains 
paralyzed, and the child is permanent- 
ly crippled. The limb remains weak, 
allhough seldom entirely useless; the 
affectad muscles waste away, and if 
the opposing muscles are not paralyz- 
ed, they pull the part. often the foot, 
to one side, and thus produce deform- 
ity—im the case of the foot, a clubfoot. 
The growth in the affected limb is also 
retarded, so that the member lags be- 
hind and is permanently shorter than 
its fellow. 

The disease is an inflammation of a 
limited portion of the spinal cord, and 
sco far no treatment has been disctov- 
ered that will cure it. The general 
health, after the fever has subsided, is 
good, and the treatnfent—electricity, 
massage, hydrotherapy—is directed to- 
ward a diminution of the paralysis. It 
should be continued for a long time. 
for sometimes there is marked improve- 
ment even afler months or may be a 
year.—Youth’s Companion.

Vessel Reaches San Francisco After 
Itany Disasters. 





A despatch from: San Francisco says : 
The American ship Atlas dropped 
anchor here on Tuesday night, 275 days 
out from Baltimore. It ended a voyage 
made .tragic by a collision off Cape 
Horn, attended by the sinking of another 
vessel, the drowning of the fated crafts 
captain and the captain's’ wife, muliny 
on its decks and death among its crew. 

On June 6 at 6 p.m. the Atlas struek 
the Norwegian Lurque Viking (Captudr 
Peterson), bound from Hamburg to Cal- 
Jao. Both were badly damaged by the 
ecntact, but the barque fared worst. In 
the ferror of the night thirteen of the 
crew of the Norwegian barque boarded 

ne American ship, crawling over tan- 
gied shrouds and dangling booms. Cap- 
tein Peterson and his wife were not 
among those who made the dangerous 
transit, but it was too dark to render 
aid, though the Atlas stood by during 
the night, and next morning the Viking

Before the collision off Cape Horn, 
three of the ships company inet death.

“The first side seam and the seam 
next the placket show whether a skirt 
18 Cut and draped properly. The side 
seam should run down in almost 4 
Straight line {rom the hip to the lower 
edge. If it slants backward, it gives 
the figure the effect of tilting forward. 

The seams on each side of the plack- 
et should run in a straight sweepmg 
line from the waist to the lower edge 
ef the skirt at the back. If they run 
toward the sides, avery wide, ungrace- 
fu’ appearance is given the hips from 
the back, 

Every day one sées in the streets 
Skirts that have this fault, the result 
of incorrect fitting at the waist tine. 
The waist measure corresponding witu 
th: hip measure has been too large for 
the figure. 

Instead of taking in more at tlie dart 
seams, or the top of the gore seams. 
ii has been turned in at the pleat at 
each side of, the placket, drawing “the 
seams backward at the waist’ line. 

‘There should never be any interfer- 
ence with these pleats at the back clos- 
ing. They should be carefully marked 
from the pattern and pasted to position 
before filting. If ‘they twist or draw in 
any way, the correct effect at the cen- 
ire back will be lost. 

The fold edges of the pleats should 
be stitchel down a few inches, and be- 
low this should hang in good line close 
lc each Other to the bottom of the skirt, 
practically concealing the seam at the 
centre back. 

A common mistake is the use of a 
pattern with hip measure too small. 
This results in a drawing apart of the 
pleats in the back from the waist down. 

Binding with a bias strip of a light- 
weight material is the usual method of 
finishing skirt seams. The importance 
of pressing should always be borne in 
mind, 

Remember that over very round hips. 
one or the other edge of the seams 
from the hip tothe waist will some- 
times seem to need to be fulled into 
the other in order tu make it hang pro- 
berly. Gather the seam edge where the 
fullness seems ‘to be required, draw this 
gathering thread to hold the seam to 
the same length as that to which it is 
t: be joined, then wet and shrink the 
gathered edge with a hot irgn. 

This is an operation that needs care, 
but it is most sa@sfactory when pro- 
perly done, giving a fit over the hips 
that cannot be acquired in any other 
way, 

For a plain seven or nine gored skirt 
simple lapped seams make a good ltail- 
cred finish, and they may lap either to- 
ward the front or back, 

They are basted in the usual seam 
fushion, then both raw edges are turn- 
ed. in the same direction, showing on 
the cutside a lapped effect of one gore 
cver the other, and stitched from the 
oulside about three-st&teenths of an 
inch from the fold edge. When the 
basting is removed the lapped edge is 
left free from the stitching line.
